“CANTON RAILWAY. 
SERVICE RESTORED. 
ANOTHER ATTACK THREATENED. 


——. 


Through railway communication ; 


was restored with Canton this norning 
witn the departure from Kowloon of 
the ustial morning express train. 
‘Yesterday the through service was 
again suspended owing to the line 
having been. torn up just ‘north of 
Sheklung. It was also reported 
that the iron bridge at Shek-tek-kow 
was destroyed st = mid-night 
on Octéber 1, but it now 
appears that whild an attempt was 
made .to destroy the bridge, the 
damage, which has since been made 
good, was not so great as at first 
Feported. 
~ This is the second time that the 
service has had to be suspended dur- 
ing the present ‘trouble owing to 
attacks on the line, but it is not 
known what measures will be- taken 
in the future to protect 'the.railway 
from further attacks. The onus of 
protecting the line rests with the 
Chinere Government, who chsuld, 
undertheir agreement, make adequate 
arrangements, including policing if 
necessary, to ensure the safety. of 
the service. It is impossible at present 
to say what measures ‘will “be taken 
in the present unsettled ~ cir- 
cumstances, but that the line will not 
long rem2in free, from attention 
stems apparent from a report ‘in the 
Canton paper that Commander.in- 
Chief Ching Ting-kwong of the 
Cantonese army now in Bocea Tigris 
is attempting an‘ attack at Sheklung 
with the intention of capturing the 
Canton-Kowloon Railway in order to 
prevent the return of Kwangsi troops 
to Canton from the East River 
districts, * 
The service of the Canton-Hankow

MU REMAINS OBDURATE. 
WHAT WILL HAPPEN NEXT ? 

Ma Yung-bsien, the retiring 
Tuchun of Kwangiung, still refuses 
to surrender his seal and office to the 
Tuchun-designate, Rear Admiral 
Tang’ Ting-Kwang. According toa 
member. of the. Citizens Committee, 
composed of persons friendly to Mu 
Yung-hsien, some of whom are his 
advisers and conscillors, the Kwangsi 
militarist did -not think $500,000 
Frould be sufficient to procure. the 
removal of his men back to Kwangsi. 
Some $2,000,000 will not be too 
much. The committee has the other 
day decided not to contribute more 
than $500,000 to buy peace from the 
Kwangiiites, says the Canton Tinzes,

that Tuchun Mu must surrender his 
office and sea] before October 10, or 
something will happen to him. Ot 
course, no one knows what will hap- 
Pen next, as the troops of both sides 
are looking for. trouble all the time;
